ATOM BOMB SITE, Nev.—(J*)— 
One of the most spectacular atomic 
bombs ever detonated .jolted ob­ 
servers IO miles distant today and 
gave 1.500 troops an experience 
they will never forget. 
It probably was the largest bomb 
ever dropped on continental United 
States soil. The smoke blotted out 
I he troops who were within four 
miles on ground zero. 
The bomb burst 42 seconds after 
release from an Air Force plane 
flying at 30.000 feet in a typical 
high level drop. 
Visible 75 Miles 
Despite brilliant sunshine, 
the 
flash was visible 75 miles away in 
Las Vegas. 
Seven minutes later, 
the 
southern 
Nevada 
gambling 
capital rumbled with the concus­ 
sion. 
The shock twisted this observer s 
neck one minute after the flash. 
The fireball lasted somewhere from 
four to IO seconds. 
The bomb formed a big mush­ 
room 
before 
the concussion

ground zero and raised the familiar 
•dirty dust column.

At the same time Michigan 
State Police, on guard at the 
prison, rushed troopers to tile 
reformatory at Ionia on re­ 
ports of incipient trouble. 
Fight Over Hostages 
Two of the mutineers were 
dragged out of Cell Block 15 
by fellow inmates. Stretcher 
bearers took the pair into the 
prison hospital. 
The two men were reported to 
have engaged in a fight over the 
treatm ent of ll 
prison 
guards 
whom the mutineers have held as 
hostages since Sunday night. 
This was the first incident of 
violence since yesterday’** 
wild 
prison riot which caused $2,000,000 
damage and led to one convict’s 
death. 
Situation Ticklish 
Prison officials at the time were 
preparing with the mutineers to 
arrange an appeal from them to 
other inmates to remain calm. 
Several hundred state troopers 
were on guard at the prison but 
the situation was still ticklish. 
State Police headquarters at East 
Lansing w ent into action on the * 
Ionia report. 
Squads w^ere ordered 
to 
the 
posts at Rockford and East Lans­ 
ing, the two nearest to Ionia. 
This was described as a precau­ 
tionary move in event of any dis­ 
order. 
With almost all state police mo­ 
bilized here at the prison, officials 
have been concerned that trouble 
might break out at other penal 
institutions. 
Th^ fight at ceil block 15 took 
place about noon. 
Two men, 
identified as Ells­ 
worth Roberts and Jam es Par- 
mentier, 
were dragged out the 
cell 
block 
door and left 
lying 
there.

The Navy said all the damaged 
British ships and 40 of the U. S. 
vessels were hit by Red shore bat- 
eries. Five U. S. ships were d am ­ 
aged by mines and one by an 
aerial bomb. 
The Navy said also that Red 
shore batteries lately have been 
firing with increased accuracy and 
greater range, and 
have 
shelled 
American warships nearly IO miles 
at sea. 
Navy authorities said this a l­ 
most certainly means the Reds are 
using radar-directed heavy guns.

Of Chinese parentage, Miss Lim 
is one of four children of a school 
teacher father. She and a brother 
and a sister are studying in the 
United States, and another sister 
is studying in London, England. 
Miss Lim is majoring in home 
economics and works for her room 
and board at Marquette. 
Democracy In The Home 
With charming vivacity Miss 
Lim told the Rotarians of Singa­ 
pore and its people, and of her im­ 
pressions of America. 
“What I like about America is 
the closeness of 
the 
American 
family,“ she said. 
“Parents and 
children work cooperatively 
to­ 
gether with freedom for all. I see 
democracy in its finest form in 
the American home.” 
In Singapore the young people 
are restricted by law and social 
custom and the parents largely 
control their lives until the chil­ 
dren reach the age of 21. 
Miss 
Lim expressed surprise to 
find 
youngsters driving Automobiles in 
the United States. 
Exchange Of Ideas 
Singapore is a city of one mil­ 
lion population, 
a mixed people 
including the English, many Am­ 
ericans, Chinese, French, Indian, 
Arab, and Malayan. The English 
govern 
but 
the people elect a 
Council comprising English, Ma­ 
layan 
and 
Chinese representa­ 
tives. 
“In America I have been asked 
many times what the people there 
think of the United States,” Miss 
Lim said. 
“You don’t have to worry about 
Sinapore. The people there have a 
favorable 
outlook 
toward 
the 
United States and quite a few of 
our young people are students in 
this country. 
They 
will 
return 
home better informed about you 
and this will bring better under­ 
standing.” 
Plea For Peace 
Miss Lim presented an inform­ 
ative and amusing description of 
Singapore and its people, its shops 
and centers of trade. 
In closing Miss Lim voiced an 
earnest appeal for better under­ 
standing among the people! of the 
world, regardless of race or creed 
or color. 
“When 
we 
get to know each 
other we find that no matter what 
the color of the skin we are all 
neighbors with the same desire 
for peace,” she said. 
“In Singa­ 
pore, 
in 
America, 
everywhere 
people are tired of war. As we be­ 
come good neighbors there will 
come understanding—and peace.” 
Miss Lim was introduced by the 
Rev. Otto Steen, at whose home 
Miss Lim was weekend guest in

New Markets Developed For 
Smelt As Spawning Runs Start 
T 
HE smelt run is u n d er way in D elta 
county and although the peak m ay not 
be reached for perhaps 
another 
week, 
heavy catches in several stream s in the 
eastern end of the county indicate th at the 
1952 haul may reach record proportions. 
M ore 
than 
1,300,000 
pounds of sm elt 
w ere harvested by com m ercial fisherm en, 
m ainly from Green Bay w aters, in Jan u ary 
and February. The record 12-months h a r­ 
vest w as in 1941 w hen 3,019,000 pounds 
w ere taken. 
It is possible that this total 
w ill be exceeded this year. 
T he 
law 
of 
supply and dem and, of 
course, regulates the p rice of smelt as it 
does the price of other commodities. Even 
now w ith the sm elt ru n ju st getting under 
w ay the price dropped to a cent and a half 
a pound over the w eekend and m ay be 
even low er now. 
New m arkets are being created for the 
silvery fish, however. In addition to the 
expanded m arket for m ink food, sm elt is 
being package din D elta county this year 
as cat food for the first tim e. 
C om m ercial packaging companies also 
are attractively processing and packaging 
frozen sm elt for distribution 
throughout

ABSENTEE BALLOTS 
(Soo Evening News) 
T here is a story told of the man who 
never fixed his leaky roof because he could 
not w ork on it w hile it rained and there 
was no need for him to do it when the sun 
shone. Som etim es it seem s as if Am ericans 
apply th e same sort of logic to their hand­ 
ling of national affairs and needed reform s. 
D uring W orld W ar II th ere was consid­ 
erable agitation to g ran t servicemen 
the 
right to vote by absentee ballots. 
M any 
states passed tem porary enabling legisla­ 
tion to allow such voting. 
The idea was 
th at w hen things quieted down some p er­ 
m anent 
ruling on voting by servicem en 
w ould be made. Yet, seven years after the 
end of the-w ar, over one-half of all serv ­ 
icem en w ill be ineligible to vote. Most of 
th e tem porary legislation has expired w ith ­ 
out being renew ed. T he situation today is 
actually w orse than it w as in 1944. 
In tw enty states absentee ballots w ill not 
be m ailed until 30 days before the last day 
th a t such ballots can b e returned. It is es­ 
tim ated th a t it requires 45 days to get the 
ballots to the servicem en and have them 
returned. 
R 
m ay 
be too late to do mueh about 
m aking reform s in these voting regulations 
now. B ut now is the tim e to take im m edi­ 
ate action. Men who serve in the arm ed 
forces deserve the right to have a say in 
their governm ent. 
Every effort m ust be 
m ade to see that they are given that right.

Puzzles Other Countries 
rpH R E E events in recent days m ust have 
left the people of certain backw ard 
and poverty-ridden areas of the world a 
little puzzled as to w hat's going on under 
Uncle Sam ’s tall gray hat. 
President T rum an took occasion to praise 
the work of this country’s Point Four pro­ 
gram of aid to underprivileged countries. 
Point 
Four, 
based on the principle of 
helping others to help them selves— agri­ 
culturally, industrially, and educationally 
—is one of this country’s strongest forces 
in com batting the inroads of com m unism 
among peoples most susceptible to it. 
Much of the w ork of the program has 
been concentrated in those countries from 
the M editerranean eastw ard to the Pacific, 
along Russia’s southern border. 
Reports 
from these areas indicate the program is 
having its effect, both from the sim ple h u ­ 
m ane standpoint and from th e standpoint 
of winning us friends w here we m ost need 
them . 
And successful giving being somehow 
the difficult task it is—for even the needi­ 
est look often w ith ill favor 
upon 
their 
benefactor— the reaction to 
our 
aid 
is 
heartening. 
B ut no sooner had the President spoken 
in praise of this laudable program th an the 
U nited States low ered the boom on Tunisia 
in th at North A frican country’s fight for 
independence from the French. 
It happened w hen this country declined 
to vote either w ay on w hether the F rench- 
Tunisian question should be brought be­ 
fore the United Nations Security Council 
for discussion. 
The Pakistan delegate, president of the 
Security Council and spokesm an for the 
A sian-A frican group which sponsored T u­ 
nisia’s case, said the date would go dow n 
in history “as the day when the founda­ 
tions w ere laid for the suppression of free 
discussion in the U nited N ations.” 
He said, in a ra th e r touching attem pt at 
A m erican lingo, th at A m erica’s refusal to 
take a stand on the m atter was “the most 
unkindest cut of all.” W hen the votes w ere 
tabulated, he added, an abstention had the 
same result as voting against having the 
Security Council discuss the question. 
The effect of this is by no m eans lost on 
other countries, sim ilar in m any w ays to 
Tunisia, w here we are trying to get results 
w ith our Point Four program . 
It’s true that for the sake of political and 
m ilitary unity in Europe at this tim e, the 
U nited States must get along w ith France. 
But the people of backw ard countries we 
are helping— m any of which 
have 
just 
achieved 
self - determ ination—may 
well 
question how at the sam e tim e w e can in 
effect back the French colonial policy. 
Fortunately for us the balance was tipped 
som ew hat in our favor by a third event 
which cam e about w ithout much fanfare or 
public 
notice, 
but 
which 
nevertheless 
m eans a great deal in the subject under 
discussion. 
The Ford Foundation, in announcing it 
had m ade grants totaling over $22,000,000 
last year lo r w orld betterm ent, 
disclosed 
that $6,550,000 w ent to im prove the stan­ 
dard of living in India, Pakistan, and the 
M iddle East. 
T h at’s m oney from a private source in 
the United States and it was spent w ith­ 
out the encum brances of diplom atic policy. 
It should carry some weight in those coun­ 
tries w here we need all the weight we can 
get. L et’s hope so. 


The Doctor Says ... 


Attacks Of Gout Usually Follow 
Meals Which Contain Purines

A correspondent, Mrs. S ., writes, "I am 
a woman. 40 years old, and have had pe­ 
riodic* attacks of gout in the large toe joint 
tor the past seven years. • • Please tell m e 
more about this.” 
Gout 
is an extraordinarily interesting 
disease, though not an extrem ely common 
one. 
Among other things, it is said th at 
gout is one ol the most painful of all h u ­ 
nt; >n disorders, and those who have had an 
attack will certainly agree as will m any 
(toi toi s who have observed acute attacks. 
The cause of gout is not known, although 
there are several curious things about it 
which one would think would give a clue. 
ll is principally a disease of men, and Mrs. 
S. is one of the few unfortunate w om en 
who have developed gout. 
A typical attack is likely to start w ith 
terrific pain at the base of one of the big 
toes. This pain is sharp and 
frequently 
awakens the victim from a sound sleep in 
•lie middle of the night. 
The joint is ex- 
11 cinely tender—so much so that even the 
weight of the bed clothes m ay be too m uch 
to bear. 
Overindulgence in food often seems to 
bring on an attack. 
M any patients with 
gout report an unusually rich or large meal 
before the attack, such as a steak dinner or 
a large amount of wino dr other alcoholic 
bevaraga 


Gout 
is 
associated w ith certain foods 
which contain substances called 
purines. 
Liver, 
sw eetbreads, 
kidney, squab, and 
c a lfs tongue are especially rich in purines. 
O ther foods like sausage, beef, pork, veal, 
and several kinds of fish also have a lot of 
purines and are not safe for the sufferer 
from gout. 
By proper know ledge of diet and som e­ 
tim es by the addition of one or two drugs, 
it is often possible to prevent attacks of 
acute gout or at least to m ake them come 
less often. In those who have had acute 
gout for years, a chronic form often ap ­ 
pears which doctors now call gouty a r­ 
thritis. 
C R TSTALS FORM 
In this phase of gout, crystal-like sub- j 
stances are deposited in or near the joints. I 
These cannot be dissolved, but are not very 
painful betw een acute attacks. 
However, j 
these crystals, called urates, can become j 
so num erous that they 
are 
disfiguring, | 
some reaching the size of hen s eggs or j 
even larger. 
Tim e-honored treatm ent b> diet and cer­ 
tain drugs is useful both in acute attacks 
and in cutting down the num ber and fre­ 
quency of attacks. Cortisone and ACTH, it 
given at the right time, appear to halt an 
attack, but when they are stopped the a t­ 
task fans™ Hr tom es on la tee.

C ur­ 
ren t W hite House rules w hereby you can 
ask T rum an “H ave you w ritten any m ore 
letters to m usic critics?” or “Who is your 
candidate for P resident?” are out w ith Ike. 
F urtherm ore it looks as if free and open 
press conferences, such as those conducted

convention. There w ill be some press con­ 
ferences but not m any, and detailed ques­ 
tions will not be encouraged.

BRITISH DON’T WANT BRADLEY 
Eisenhow er’s personal prestige and pop­ 
ularity are so great in Europe th at the job 
of replacing him is much m ore difficult 
than is generally appreciated. If it w eren’t 
for a little-know n event in a m uddy Dutch 
village during the w inter of 1944, 
G en. 
O m ar 
Bradley, 
chairm an of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff, would 
be 
the

choice. 
At th at tim e G eneral Bradley had suf­ 
fered a setback in the Battle of the Bulge 
following wrhich his First and Ninth arm ies 
w ere transferred to Field M arshall B er­ 
nard M ontgom ery and, with

A m erican support, M onty hit the G erm an 
flank through Holland and stopped 
the 
Nazis. A fter the victory M onty’s chief of 
staff phoned Allan M orehead, now press 
relations officer of the British W ar M in­ 
istry, and said: 
“M onty w ants to hold a 
press conference. W hat do you think of the 
idea?” 
“I think it would be a great m istake,” 
M orehead replied. “The Am ericans w ill be 
m ortally hurt and no good can com e of it. 
Go back and persuade him not to.” 
H owever, M ontgom ery held the confer­ 
ence ju st the same. B ritish, Dutch and A m ­ 
erican journalists w ere called 
into 
the 
schoolhouse in a 
Dutch 
village 
w here 
M onty, in a red beret and red blouse and 
w ith hand grenades strung over his shoul­ 
der, told how he had won the B attle of the 
Bulge. 
Of course, the use of Bradley’s F irst and 
N inth arm ies was not m entioned 
during 
the interview and Bradley never forgave 
M onty for this, a* was made quite clear in 
B radley’s recent m asterful book in w hich 
he told how, prior to the B attle 
of

Bulge, 
M ontgom ery 
rem ained 
rooted 
alongside the English Channel dem anding 
m ore troops w hile Am erican forces chased 
the Nazis up to the Rhine. That book caus­ 
ed a furor in England and 
fanned 
the 
flam es of national jealousy to the point 
w here Bradley couldn’t possibly get B ritish 
c o o p ta tio n in the NATO army. 
KREM LIN’S ASTUTE PROPAGANDA 
French Com m unists have adopted a pol­ 
icy of cutting the tires on any A m erican 
car that looks too prosperous if they find 
it parked in an isolated street. The strategy 
behind this policy is not so m uch anti-

“I believe the political issues of 
this year affect the w elfare and 
future of all the employes ju st as 
much as the welfare of the com ­ 
pany,” he told NEA Service in an 
exclusive tw o-hour interview .

Japan s Big Earthquake 
Happened In Right Place 


WASHINGTON, I) 
C — T h e 
earthquake that hit the northern 
Japanese island of Hokkaido early 
in March had all the 
specitica- 
tions of major 
disaster 
except 
heavy loss of life, 
the 
National 
Geographic Society reports. 
The tremor, named “The Earth­ 
quake off Tokachi," was describ­ 
ed by 
Ja p a n ’s 
central 
meteor- 
logical observatory as the heaviest 
in the area in 68 
years, 
which 
would make it more severe than 
the 1923 temblor that caused some 
143.000 
deaths 
in 
the 
Tokyo- 
Yokohama area. 
In addition, Hie 
latest 
quake 
was accompanied b y a series of 
seismic sea waves- -often miscall­ 
ed tidal wave.— which devastated 
tile coastline of eastern Hokkaido, 
sweeping away 
fishing 
villages 
and boats and damaging coastal 
property. 
The death toll, 
however, 
was 
less than two score. Officials su> 
there are several reasons foi the 
small casualty list. 
Hokkaido 
is 
sparsely populated: the 
efficient 
Japanese warning service predict­ 
ed seismic waves, oi tuiiami, alter 
the initial shock, and the earth- 
quakewise 
population 
did 
not 
even wait fur the 
warning, 
but

and the crooks have all 
had a 
stout go at junior. He has been 
interpreted and reinterpreted, and 
diagnosed 
and 
prescribed, 
for, 
and the net effect is certainly no 
better 
than

old-fashioned 
hickory -sw itch-and-spring -tonic 
technique. 
I believe no single past genera­ 
tion of min ch- ripens has been so

determination of $700 in damages 
to the truck and $168 for loss of 
use.

previously asked for an increase

to

and 
Judge Duquaine commented 
that 
while the ju ry ’s finding seemed to 
be in support of this claim, 
the 
determination of the amount was 
in the province of the jury. 
Lehman was aw arded $700 for 
personal injuries which will be 
decreased by IO 
per 
cent, 
the 
amount of his negligence. 
The case grew out of a 
fatal 
collision on US-41 north of Duck 
Creek last July. 
Nelson’s car, going north, 
was 
involved in a collision 
with 
a 
loaded Clairmont truck, driven by 
Lehman, going south. 
At the moment of collision, 
a 
Greyhound bus, driven by 
Wil­ 
liams, also going north, was pass­ 
ing the Nelson car 
on 
the 
left 
shoulder of the highway. 
In stating his opinion, Judge 
Duquaine said, “It was 
because 
the bus was occu p y in g 
the 
left 
shoulder of the 
road 
that 
the 
truck driver, trying 
to 
remain 
clear of it, invaded the left half 
of the road, causing the truck to 
collide with the car. 
"If the bus driver had 
applied 
his brakes, 
a 
great 
deal 
more 
latitude would have been afford­ 
ed the truck driver to maneuver 
his truck past the Nelson car.” 
At 
another 
point, 
Duquaine 
stated that "The Court would 
be 
better satisfied with a verdict that 
exonerated 
Nelson 
and 
placed 
more blame on Lehman.” 
An appeal to the Supreme Court 
is probable.

Fox, after c o n f e r r i n g with 
Warden Julian Frisbie, went this 
morning to Cell Block 15. where

mutineers

After a short conference. Fox 
then went to the prison kitchen 
nearby. 
There, he got a car with 
two big kettles of food and rolled it 
into Cell Block 15. Then after an­ 
other brief talk with mutiny leader 
Earl E. Ward and others, Fox an­ 
nounced that Jarbo would come out 
of the block at 2 p. rn. to appeal 
to his mates.

A ninth convict was wounded 
and Police Commissioner Leonard 
was nicked in the scalp by a piece 
of flying debris as troopers fired 
a fusillade into the front of Cell 
Block No. l l —one of two mental 
units—to drive rioters into cor­ 
ridors. 
After a tumultuous day, 
the mental-case inmates 
finally 
were driven into the cells and se­ 
cured shortly after dark. 
Armed With Knives 
The prisoners are without fire­ 
arms, but are armed with long, 
sharp knives taken from kitch­ 
ens, iron bars torn 
from 
coils, 
heavy chains, clubs and contra- 
brand prisoner-fashioned daggers. 
After Frisbie let newsmen into 
the yard to give the mutineers the 
publicity they demanded, the men 
paraded hostage-guards to barred 
windows and even outside the cell 
block for photographers and re­ 
porters. 
They 
voiced their complaints, 
one after the other. 
Most 
com­ 
plained of treatment in the dis­ 
ciplinary cell block and of what 
they claimed was m istreatment by 
m ale inmate-nurses in the mental 
cell blocks. 
Besides several fusilades, most 
into the air or faces of buildings, 
troopers and guards used tear gas 
to quell the uprising outside the 
powderkeg Cell Block 15.

prison’s $250,000 laundry 
was burned to the ground,

other departments.

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Orc Boat Trade Sends 
Local Grocer To Sea 


When the ore shipping season 
opens in Escanaba, Norm Steph­ 
enson, pioneer groceryman here, 
becomes a sea-going grocer, a one 
man employment bureau and a 
special mail carrier. 
Every spring, since 1919, he be­ 
gins his marine grocery business, 
delivering food supplies in a pow 
er launch to ore boats tied up at 
the local docks. 
It’s a 24-hour job that takes 
him out in all weather and at any 
time of the day (or night) to bring 
the victuals that are generally or­ 
dered by the ship’s cook while 
the boat is enroute to Escanaba. 
Most of the orders are called 
to him from Milwaukee while the 
ships are docked there, but some 
come after the boat has arrived 
here, making necessary a speedier 
job of filling the order. 
Delivers Week’s Supply 
What they order are crew-size 
rations of meat, fish, produce and 
canned 
and 
household 
goods, 
enough to last until the ship’s next 
port. Most of the time this means 
a week’s to a ten-day’s supply. 
These he delivers while the boat 
is in dock, in a 33-foot steel pow­ 
er launch, hoisting them onto the 
ore boats over the side of the port 
stern section, near the galley. 
Modern refrigeration has made 
his job easier. 
In the old days 
when the boats had ice-boxes, he 
sold ice to the boats to keep fresh 
the groceries he delivered. 
Of all the 
memories 
he 
has 
gathered in his 33 years in the 
marine grocery trade, 
he 
most 
clearly remembers one experience 
which was almost fatal. 
Olose Call 
While he was loading ice aboard 
one of his customer ships one day, 
the mate an deck, seeing that the 
ore-loading of the ship was finish­ 
ed, gave the order to get under 
way. 
Stephenson’s launch was, as al­ 
ways, between the stern of the 
ship and the dock. 
Realizing that the 
mate 
had 
most likely forgotten that grocer­ 
ies were still being loaded, I had 
to get my launch out of the way 
before the ore boat began to back 
out of its berth,” he tells. 
In the speediest maneuver he 
ever executed, he recalls, he got 
the launch out of the pinch be­ 
tween the dock and the ship, with 
no time wasted. 
The job puts him on call 24 
Hours a day. 
He may have an 
order for a carrier which is ar­ 
riving during the night; another 
boat may call in an order while 


it is being loaded here. 
‘‘Those that come in during the 
night and leave before morning 
need a quick delivery,” he com­ 
ments. 
Hoisting his 
groceries* aboard 
takes about 30 minutes. 
Helps Place Sailors 
He takes the groceries from, his 
store, at 301 Ludington St., to the 
launch which is usually tied up 
near the Hansen 
Se Jensen slip, 
just a short walk from the store. 
From 
there 
he 
navigates 
the 
launch out of the harbor, around 
the Reiss coal dock and to the 
C&NW docks and a waiting ore 
carrier. 
His business doesn’t stop when 
he is out of town. 
Mrs. Stephen­ 
son, an excellent skipper of 
the 
craft herself, takes over when 
her husband is unable to make a 
delivery. 
Through the years he has also 
become a one-man employment 
bureau for Escanaba sailors tem­ 
porarily without a ship. 
He may get a call from a skip­ 
per, telling Stephenson he needs 
a deck hand, or an oiler. He then 
looks over a list of names left at 
his store by unemployed sailors. 
When he finds one with the job 
specialty that is needed, he noti­ 
fies the man 
of 
the 
vacancy 
aboard the ship which is soon to 
dock in Escanaba. 
He estimates he placed about 
75 seamen on boats last year in 
this way. 
. 
Delivers Crew’s Mail 
Along with the load of groceries, 
Stephenson often delivers mail for 
the crew. Hundreds of crew mem­ 
bers and skippers have left his 
address with their families. 
‘•When the families know that 
the boat is due in Escanaba, they 
mail their letters to me for for­ 
warding,” he says. 
Ore boats aren’t the only cus­ 
tomers he has as a marine grocer. 
He also delivers supplies to the 
Coast Guard ships which come 
here periodically, and to the main­ 
tenance crew of the Minneapolis 
Shoal lighthouse station. 
His fame has become slightly 
far-flung through the boats’ skip­ 
pers—‘‘I knew most of them when 
they were mates,” he claims. 
Through them, the Cleveland 
Plain Dealer got wind of his ac­ 
tivities as a sea-going grocer, one- 
man 
employment bureau, 
and 
special mail carrier and published, 
a few years ago, a story on him 
in a marine news column.
